These convicts ere not expecting to 
make this dash in the dark of the moon, 
by killing or outwitting their keepers, but 
instead are maneuvering to reenter the 
world through the offices of the Board of 
Prison Directors. At the same meeting at 


222,373 | which their cases are to be determined will 


come up the applications of 117 others who 
find life behind the cold gray walls of the 
penitentiary not at all to*their liking. 

A task confronts the prison directors in 
the handling of these 147 cases. The creat 
majority of the applicants for parole are 
criminals whose only claims to release are 


te 
promises. In the nature of things it is almost 


impossible for the prison board to devote 
to each case the time mecessary for an ex- 
haustive survey of the facts presented—and 
yet just that is needed. 

To punish these lawbreakers a great 
amount of money was expended; months 
were required to give them their day in 
court In order that mot one innocent might 
suffer. It is to be presumed that all were 
convicted justly; that the sentences meted 
to them by the combined efforts of our sys- 
tem—which invariably favors the criminal— 
were proper ones. 

No body of men that meets for a day or 
a week can make an adequate review of 
such cases by the mere inspection of afi- 
davits, statements from others interested, 
letters of relatives, or like documents sub- 


and effort to making crime unattractive— 
prosecutors, Jawyers, courts, police are co- 
operating as never before with our legisla- 
tors to perfect the judicial system and cure 
our Criminai Code of its many ailments. De- 
lay is distinctly not the fashion. Of what 
use all this effort, of what avail the energy, 
the care with which all these agencies for 
the suppression of crime operate if the 
‘crimina] when finally landed behind the bars 
is paroled after a short time for no ade- 
quate reason? Better that all convicts 


should serve out their full penalties than 


that one undeserving, unreformed, bitter

prey on the community. 
A heavy responsibility lies upon the 
members of the Board of Prison Directors. 
It ts no light thing to turn loose a man con- 
victed of a major crime, Every case before 
the board is one for individual investiga- 
tion and careful study. It is ta.be hoped 
that the board will use no haste in the cases 
of these five murderers, these seventeen 
burglars, these eight robbers, these othgrs 
who would escape in some measure the 


} punishment that was adjudged necessary for 


them in order that the rest of the people 
could live in happiness and safety. .

The Official “Varmint” Trapper and His Job—T aming the Wild

They've been hearing things back 
there. 

Tourists arriving in Los Angeles have 
been known to step out of their Pullmans 
outfitted like big-game hunters in darkest 
Africa. Their experience hunting for cover 
afterward has doubtless been embarrassing.

It will come as a genuine surprise to most 
Los Angeles folks to learn that there's some 
right wild country up in the northeast cor 
ner of their own justly celebrated county. 
Los Angeles county is the richest agricul- 
tural county in America and all that, but 
this particular part is just naturally so wild 
that Uncle Sam and the State of California 
take special measures to protect its ranch- 
ers and those of a large adjoining area in 
San Bernardino county from the ravages of 
predatory animalse—coyotes, lynx cats and 
mountain lions—that prowl and prey there. 
Let the doubters laugh that off! 

There's a man up there whose year- 


around job it is to set traps for “varmints.” 


And this picturesque trapper is no movie 
actor with cameras clicking all around him' 
His business in life is to make the world 
safe for the feathered and four-footed stock 
of a lot of ranchers struggling for a foot- 
hold in a comparatively undeveloped coun- 
try. His name is M. D. Hurley and his of. 
ficial title is Field Operator, Joint Service. 
United States Bureau of Biological Survey 
and California State Predatory Animal Serv- 
fice. And it should be set down here that 
his wife, who has no title, is not only cheer- 
fully sharing his lonely life, but helping him 
most effectively in his novel work. 


HE HEADS 'EM OFF 


Mr. Hurley is one of a number of men em- 

ployed by the joint governmeft and State 
service to keep down the “varmint” popula- 
tion in California, and he is the only one in 
Southern California. His territory lies along 
the north side of the Sierra Madre and San 
Bernardino mountains and reaches from 
Big Bear Lake to Elizabeth Lake in the 
western part of Antelope Valley. .The whole 
area is more of less of a desert plateau and 
scattered through its extent are ranches, 
large and small, for the most part rather 
widely separated, but in some instances 
grouped in fairly compact little communi- 
ties. These people are clearing the desert 
and working to achieve independence, al- 
ways with the hope that some day their 
isolated region can win the recognition that 
kas come to other better-known parts of ag- 
ricultural Southern California. Because they 


ducing the predatory-antmal population, al- 
though some “varmints” naturally are shot, 
since the trapper always carries his rifle 
with him on his rounds. Poison is used only 
within the confines of the fore#t reserves 
and then only under special conditions in- 
volving the most careful handling. Mrs. 
Hurley does a lot of trapping on her own 
hook and shoots her share of the maraud- 
ers, although her efforts are put forth 
mainly for the purpose of securing skins for 
tanning, something at which she is most ex- 
pert. . 

The occupation in which the Southiland’s 
official hunter is engaged will immediately 
bring to mind thoughts of the “north 
woods.” It is no north woods setting, how- 
ever, in which Mr. Hurley “runs” his traps. 


Baldy Mesa has its trees, but they are not 
the pines and firs of the regulation trapping 
regions. He strides among the grotesque 
Joshuas of the desert plateaus and hides 
his “sets” among their shaggy fallen trunks 
and limbs.

cards every now and then from the various countries 
they visit. 

Looking these picture post cards over one night not 
long ago in our little high houde in the hills, and think- 
jing fondly of our absent friends who are spending joy- 
ously their loan from God, we also thought of the insid- 
fous way that Europe has to lure the American tourist 
over a continent and a wide ocean to see so many 
things that are hardly worth looking at. 

American people who go abroad to see a dinky moun- 
tain or a little two-by-four valley with an old ruin of 
some kind or other strewn on the landscape—American 
people who have never seen the Grand Canyon of Ari- 
zona, the Yellowstone, Yosemite, the Valley of the Sev- 
en Moons, the great mountain peaks and numberiess 
lakes of Inyo, or even Niagara Falls. 

For instance, among the post cards which our friends 
mailed to us was one showing a picture of “The Grape- 
vine” at Hampton Court in ‘England. The post card 
says that this vine was planted in the year 1768 and 
that it this year bears"“800 bunches of grapes.” 

As we looked at this picture we thought of the old 
gigantic grape vine at San Gabriel which is, according 
to tradition, only a few years younger than the vine — 
at Hampton Court. But the San Gabriel vine is prob- 
ably twice or three times as large as the vine at Hamp- 
ton Court, and instead of eight hundred bunches of 
grapes it will this year bear probably ten times that 
many bunches.
